Through  funding  of  the  Title  III 
federal  grant,  Avila’s  first  computer  is 
now  in  operation.  A second  computer 
will  be  installed  later  this  month. 

One  computer  will  be  used  primari- 
ly for  administrative  offices:  Registrar, 
Financial  Aid,  Business,  and  Ad- 
missions. The  second  computer  will 
serve  academic  needs. 

The  first  course,  Introduction  to 
Computer  Programming,  will  be  offer- 
ed in  the  fall  semester.  A computer 
curriculum  is  currently  being 
developed  with  student  access  to  the 
computer  operations. 

Both  computers  are  PDP  1124 
mini-computers  purchased  from  the 
Digital  Electronics  Corp.  Software 
equipment  is  IMPRES  (Information 
Management  Process  and  Recording 
System)  through  the  Ruf  Corp.
